STATE  BBYBNUB  FUND. 

The  receipts  into  this  fnnd  were  derived  from  the  following 
sources,  viz  : 

First — Tax  of  15  cents  on  the  $100  valuation  on  real  and  personal 
property;  property  and  assets  of  corporate  companies;  stock  and 
undivided  profits  of  banks  and  local  insurance  companies  ;  largei^t 
amount  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  of  merchants  and  the  raw 
material,  finished  products  with  tools,  machinery  and  appliances  of 
manufacturers,  on  hand  at  any  one  time  between  the  first  Monday  in 
March  and  the  first  Monday  in  June  ;  railroad,  bridge  and  telegraph 
property  ;  steamboats  and  other  vessels,  and  liquors  purchased  by 
dramshop-keepers. 

Second — Tax  of  li  per  cent  of  gross  receipts  for  business  done  in 
this  State  by  express  companies. 

Third — One-half  of  the  tax  of  2  per  cent  on  the  gross  premiuma 
collected  in  this  State  by  insurance  companies  not  organized  under  the 
laws  of  this  State. 

Fourth — License  tax  on  auctioneers,  brokers  and  exchange  dealers^ 
dramshops,  peddlers,  ferries  and  billiard  and  other  tables. 

Fifth — Tax  of  1^  per  cent  on  sales  of  dutiable  goods  by  auctioneers. 

Sixth — Fees  paid  by  corporations,  when  articles  of  incorporations- 
are  issued,  under  section  21,  article  10,  of  the  constitution. 

Seeventh — Interest  on  moneys  in  State  depositaries. 

Eighth — Fees  for  services  of  Secretary  of  State  issuing  commis- 
sions, etc.,  and  of  State  Auditor  registering  municipal  bonds. 

Ninth — Fees  for  commissions  of  notaries  public. 

Tenth — Receipts  from  sales  of  Statutes  and  Session  Acts. 

Meventh^All  receipts  into  the  State  Treasury  not  required  by  law 
to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  some  other  fund. 

The  disbursements  from  this  fund  were  : 

First  —  One-third  of  the  receipts,  appropriated  by  the  General 
Assembly,  go  into  the  '^  State  school  moneys"  for  distribution  to  the 
counties  for  support  of  public  schools.

The  receipts  into  this  fand  are  derived  from  the  tax  of  10  cents  on 
the  $100  valuation  on  real  and  personal  property,  property  and  assets 
of  corporate  companies ;  stock  and  undivided  profits  of  banks  and 
local  insarance  companies  ;  largest  amount  of  goods,  wares  and  mer- 
chandise of  merchants  and  the  raw  material,  finished  products,  machin- 
ery and  appliances  of  manufacturers,  on  hand  at  any  one  time  between 
the  first  Monday  in  March  and  the  first  Monday  in  June  ;  railroad^ 
bridge  and  telegraph  property,  steamboats  and  other  vessels,  and 
liquors  purchased  by  dramshop-keepers. 

The  disbursements  are  for  : 

First — Payment  of  interest  on  the  bonded  debt  of  the  State  and 
on  the  State  certificates  of  indebtedness  held  by  the  Treasurer  in

The  receipts  into  this  fand  consist  of  the  sarplas  in  the  State  In- 
terest fand  after  paying  the  interest  on  the  State  debt,  and  of  snch 
money  as  may  be  paid  into  the  treasury  by  the  State  Board  of  Educa- 
tion or  the  Board  of  Garators  of  the  State  University.  For  moneys  so 
paid  in  by  the  Board  of  Edacation  and  Garators  of  the  University,  State 
certificates  of  indebtedness  are  issued  nnder  the  act  of  March  31, 1883.

ST4TB    SCHOOL  FUND. 

The  receipts  of  this  fund  are  now  derived  from  the  proceeds  of 
sales  of  all  lands  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  granted  to  this 
State  by  the  United  States,  and  not  otherwise  appropriated ;  all  mon- 
eys, stocks,  bonds  and  lands  or  other  property  belonging  to  any  fund 
for  the  purpose  of  edacation,  except  wherein  the  rights  of  mnnioipali- 
ties  woald  be  infringed ;  escheats,  unclaimed  shares  of  estates  of  de- 
ceased persons ;  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  ;  all  grants,  gifts  and 
devises  to  this  State  not  otherwise  appropriated  by  the  terms  of 
the  grant,  gift  or  devise. 

The  moneys  so  received  into  this  fund  are  required  by  the  act  of 
March  31, 1883,  to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  State  Sinking  fund,. 
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for  which  five  per  cent  certificates  of  indebtedness  are  issued  to  the 
State  School  fund.

The  receipts  into  this  fund  are  derived  from  the  following  sonrces : 

i^V«t--The  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  the  lands  granted  by  acts  of 
Congress,  approved  February  17,  1818,  and  March  6, 1820. 

Second— One  fourth  of  the  taxes  collected  under  act  of  April  11, 
1895,  from  collateral  inheritances ;  25  cents  on  the  $1,000  on  capital 
stock  of  companies  when  incorporated  ;  special  license  tax  of  $25  on 
manufacturers  of  patent  medicines,  and  escheats  to  the  State  after 
claimants  are  barred  by  limitation. 

Third — Such  other  moneys  as  may  be  appropriated  therefor  by 
the  General  Assembly. 

The  moneys  so  received  into  the  State  treasury,  as  often  as  the 
sum  amounts  to  as  much  as  $1,000,  are  invested  in  5  per  cent  certifi- 
cates of  indebtedness  as  provided  by  act  of  March  31, 1883.

All  of  the  $5,000,000  bonds  oatstandiDg  are  sabject  to  payment  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  State,  and  the  interest  charge  thereon  (now  $175^000) 
will  be  materially  reduced  year  by  year,  leaving  a  larger  and  larger  sur- 
plus in  the  Interest  fund  to  be  transferred  to  the  Sinking  fund  for  the 
payment  of  the  principal.  I  heartily  congratulate  the  tax-payers  upon 
the  certainty  of  the  payment  of  all  the  bonds  within  the  next  few  years, 
and  the  strong  probability  that  Missouri  will  never  issue  another  one. 

MATUBITY  OF   GERTIF10ATB8   OF  INDBBTBDNBSS. 

No  part  of  the  certificates  of  indebtedness  issued  to  and  held  in 
trust  for  the  School  and  Seminary  funds  (constituting  the  endowment 
funds  of  the  public  schools  and  State  University),  amounting  to 
$4,369,839,42,  will  mature  until  1903,  and,  then,  only  $470,000  will  fall 
due.

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MANAGEMENT  OF  OUR  STATE  INSTITUTIONS. 

It  is  worthy  of  notice  that  oar  crowded  State  infititations  are 
maDaged  more  economically  now  than  at  any  other  period  of  their  ex- 
istence. For  example,  the  money  appropriated  for  support  of  oar  three 
lunatic  asylums  in  1895  and  1896  ( aside  from  salaries  of  officers,  re- 
pairs, etc.)  has  only  been  partially  used.  Asylum  No.  1  at  Fulton  was 
given  $20,000  and  only  drew  $9,290.38 ;  Asylum  No.  2  at  St.  Joseph 
was  given  $5,000  and  drew  none  of  it,  and  Asylum  No.  3  at  Nevada 
was  given  $20,000  and  drew  $6,503.38.  The  money  collected  from  the 
counties  and  individuals  for  care  of  patients  being  nearly  sufficient  to 
pay  the  expenses  for  support. 

INTEREST  ON  OUR  STATE  DEBT. 

The  annual  interest  on  our  State  debt  has  been  reduced  to  $423,- 
^52.  .  Of  that  amount  $175,000  is  required  to  meet  the  interest  on  the 
^5,000,000  of  3^  per  cent  option  bonds  now  outstanding;  $186,090  for 
the  School  fund  certificates  and  $62,562  for  the  Seminary  fund  certifi- 
cates. 

BONDED  DEBT  OF  COUNTIES,  CITIES  AND  TOWNS. 

The  reports  to  this  office  show  that  the  bonded  indebtedness  of 
<)Ounties  on  July  1,  1894,  amounted  to  $9,231,116,  and  on  July  1, 1896, 
to  $8,035,402,  a  decrease  of  $1,195,714.  The  townships  owed  $2,923,600 
on  July  1,  1894,  and  $2,272,700  on  July  1,  1896,  a  decrease  of  $650,900. 
The  bonded  debt  of  cities  and  towns  increased  from  $25,420,634  to 
^27,820,432  during  the  same  period.  This  increase  of  $2,399,798  in  the 
debt  of  cities  and  towns  was  incurred  mainly  for  putting  in  water- 
works and  electric  light  plants. 

SCHOOL  BONDS  REGISTERED  IN  1895-6. 

During  the  past  two  years  525  districts  issued  bonds,  amounting 
to  $995,744.50,  for  building  school-houses.  Of  these  districts  a  very 
large  per  cent  are  in  counties  south  of  the  Missouri  river,  Stoddard 
county  leading  with  26.  In  1893-4  bonds  amounting  to  $836,460  were 
issued  by  401  districts. 
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DRAMSHOP  LICENSES. 


The  act  of  March  8, 1893,  regulating  the  taxation  of  dramshops  has 
resalted  in  a  very  satisfactory  increase  in  the  State  revenae.  In  1893 
the  State  received  $163,822.64  from  dramshop  licenses  and  ad  valorem 
tax  on  liqaors,  and  in  1896  $335,674.71  was  <^erived  from  that  source. 
By  reference  to  page  520  of  this  report  it  will  be  seen  that  the  conn  ties 
received  $1,677,126.63  dramshop  licenses  in  1896,  and  I  respectfully 
suggest  that  the  law  be  amended  to  give  the  State  treasury  a  larger 
proportion  of  the  license  tax. 

TAXATION  OF  RAILROAD  PROPERTY. 

In  1895  the  railroad,  bridge  and  telegraph  property  in  the  State 
was  assessed  at  $76,354,996,  against  which  the  State  taxes  amount  to 
^190,887.49,  and  county  taxes,  $907,979.74,  a  total  of  $1,09^,867.23.  In 
1896  the  assessment  was  $78,257,883  ;  State  taxes,  $223,600.95  ;  county 
taxes,  $891,796.93,  a  total  of  $1,115,397.88. 

TAXES  ON  REAL  AND  PERSONAL  PROPEBfTY. 

The  total  assessment  of  real  and  personal  property  on  June  1, 
1894,  was  $938,202,003,  on  which  there  was  charged  1895  taxes  as  fol- 
lows :  State  Revenue,  $  1,407,826.35 ;  State  Interest  $938,872.57 ;  county 
taxes,  $9,094,812.07.  The  assessment  of  June  1, 1895,  footed  up  $952,- 
576,356,  on  which  the  1896  State  Revenue  tax  was  $1,429,952.25  ;  State 
Interest  tax,  $952,217.37,  and  county  taxes,  $9,515,325.46. 

ACCOUNTS  KEPT  WITH  THE  COLLECTORS. 

I  have  embodied  in  this  report  the  ledger  accounts  kept  by  this 
office  with  the  officers  charged  by  law  with  the  duty  of  collecting  taxes 
in  the  various  counties,  to  which  I  invite  attention.  Every  account 
has  been  closed  up  and  balanced. 

EVERY  COLLECTOR  HAS  SETTLED  AND  PAID  UP. 

It  affords  me  great  satisfaction  to  report  for  1895-6,  as  for  1889-90, 
1891-2  and  1893-4,  that  every  collector  of  the  revenue,  without  excep- 
tion, has  settled  up  and  paid  into  the  treasury  all  taxes  collected  for 
the  State,  except  in  certain  counties  which  claim,  under  the  act  of 
March  23, 1868,  taxes  on  railroad  property. 
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Of  the  handreds  of  coanty  colleotors  who  have  handled  many 
millions  of  dollars  of  the  State's  money,  daring  the  last  eight  years^ 
not  a  single  one  has  defaulted.  It  is  confidently  believed  that  no  state 
in  the  Union  can  show  such  an  admirable  record  for  its  revenue  ser- 
vice. 

COST  IN  CRIMINAL  CASES. 

The  Thirty-eighth  Oeneral  Assembly  appropriated  $150,000  to  cover 
the  deficiency  in  the  1893-4  appropriation  for  this  item  of  public  ex- 
penditure^ and  $400,000  to  pay  the  bills  in  1895"  6.  The  result  was  that 
the  appropriation  was  exhausted  early  in  March,  1893.  In  order  that 
I  might  be  able  to  report  the  amount  of  the  deficiency  in  1896, 1  sent 
a  circular  letter  to  the  clerks  of  the  circuit  and  criminal  courts  asking 
that  the  unpaid  bills  be  sent  to  this  office,  which  I  find  amount  to  tho 
sum  of  $285,366.18. 

This  item  has  grown  to  enormous  proportions,  and  its  curtailment,, 
without  imparing  the  proper  enforcement  of  our  criminal  code,  haa 
become  a  serious  problem.  As  stated  in  my  last  report,  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  fees  of  the  court  officers  should  not  be  further  re- 
duced, but  that  the  remedy  lies  in  amending  the  law  to  briDg  about  the 
more  speedy  trial  of  persons  charged  with  crime. 

STATE  REVENUE  AGENTS. 

I  respectfully  submit  that  the  efficiency  of  our  revenue  service 
would  be  promoted  and  considerable  sums  of  money  be  saved  to  the 
iState  by  an  amendment  to  the  law  authorizing  and  requiring  the  State 
Auditor  to  furnish  forms  of  all  the  books  and  blanks  used  in  making 
the  assessors'  books,  tax-books,  delinquent  lists,  reports  and  settle- 
ments, and  in  order  to  enforce  uniformity  in  the  use  of  the  forms  by 
the  officers  of  the  service,  he  should  be  empowered  to  employ  in  the 
field  two  competent  revenue  agents.  I  believe  that  two  careful,  skill-

lectors. The  money  which  delinquent  tax-payers  would  be  compelled 
to  pay  the  State  would  be  much  more  than  sufficient  to  cover  the  ex- 
pense of  the  employment  of  agents.
